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Dogs To Be Inoculated 
Against Rabies Epidemic 


The board of health has been no- 
tified that the board of selectmen 
has placed a restraint order of 90 
days beginning January 21, on all 
dogs not inoculated against rabies 
during the past 6 months. Such 
dogs must be restrained by their 
owners or keepers to their own 
premises, or must be kept on leash 
when off these premises, All dogs 
running at large shall be seized and 
their owners or keepers penalized, 
unless they can produce a certifi- 
cate, signed by a registered veter- 
narian, certifying that an inocula- 
tion has taken place during the past 
twelve months. 

This action was taken at the re- 
quest of the state department of 
health, due to the increasing num- 
ber of cases of rabies in nearby 
communities. The board of health 
has arranged with Dr. R. R. Moul- 
thop to hold a free clinic for dogs 
in the Central fire station on Sat- 
urday, January 31, between the 
hours of 9 and 12. Dogs inoculated 
last spring need not be brought to 
the clinic.

“Blackout ‘preparations under 
the chairmanship of William J. 
Young are now being worked out,” 
he added. ‘While no official author- 
ization has come through from 


State headquarters as ito if and 


when such blackouts may occur, 
yet, should they occur, we must be 
prepared. The people of ithe town 
must co-operate strictly with ‘the 
air raid wardens and with official 
orders of the Blackout committee 
and the police department in pre- 
paring for a blackout or during a 
blackout, whether a trial or official. 
Calmness is. definitely empha- 
sized .. .” 

At a regional meeting of black- 
out officers and chairmen at Haver- 
hill last Friday evening, he men- 
tioned, special attention was given 
to ithe blackout problem. 


“The official signal for a black- 
out,” he added, “shall be the air 
raid alarm or the extinguishing of 
the street lights, whichever comes 
first. The ‘all clear’ signal shall 
be the signal for the end of tthe 
blackout. Street lights will be ex- 
tinguished at the yellow warning 
signal.” 

Sketching the recent offer by 
Postmaster John McDonald of the 
basement of the postoffice as an 
air raid shelter, he said that, be- 
cause of the prohibitive cost of 
sandbagging the building, no ac- 
tion could be taken at this time. 

Weekly trials of the Shawsheen 
Mill siren are being held, he con- 
cluded, in an effort to determine 
whether this one signal can be used 
for the entire town for an air raid 
or or blackout signal.

most conservative to the most 
modern. 

The best example of Mr. Mor- 
gan's conservative style, perhaps, 
is in some—by no means, all—of his 
relivious and landscape work. The 
incomplete series of seasonal! land- 
scapes, for instance, is done in a 
straightforward pastoral style, with 
no further meaning than what is 
contained strictly in the elements 
of the picture. 

Several canvasses, however, are 
wholly of an abstract nature, and 
require a good deal of mental co- 
operation between artist and audi- 
ence. The meaning of such a can- 
vas as “The Owl,” for instance, is 
not apparent at a glance, and a re- 
ligious painting of the crucifiction 
and a study of a dog in his evolu- 
tion from puppyhood to senility, re- 
quire considerable study. 

Uninformed and strictly amateur 
art enthusiasts, however, are apt to 
look with more favor on the strictly 
orthodox and conservative paint- 
ings in the collection. They will 
probably consider the portrait of an 
aged charwoman, or the detailed 
study of a Canadian religious pro- 
cession, the best of the lot. 

Mr. Morgan has been an art in- 
Structor at Phillips Academy for 
the past eighteen months. He has 
studied at Harvard, and attended 
academies and modern schools of 
painting in New York, Paris and 
Munich. The paintings themselves 
were executed in Andover, New 
York, Murray Bay and other parts 
of Canada, and will be on exhibition 
until February 24th.

relimious and landscape work. The 
incomplete series of seasonal land- 
scapes, for instance, is done in a 
straightforward pastoral style, with 
no further meaning than what is 
contained strictly in the elements 
of the picture. 

Several canvasses, however, are 
wholly of an abstract nature, and 
require a good deal of mental co- 
operation between artist and audi- 
ence. The meaning of such a can- 
vas as “The Owl,” for instance, is 
not apparent at a glance, and a re- 
ligious painting of the crucifiction 
and a study of a dog in his evolu- 
tion from puppyhood to senility, re- 
quire considerable study. 

Uninformed and strictly amateur 
art enthusiasts, however, are apt to 
look with more favor on the strictly 
orthodox and conservative paint- 
ings in the collection. They will 
probably consider the portrait of an 
aged charwoman, or the detailed 
study of a Canadian religious pro- 
cession, the best of the lot, 

Mr. Morgan has. been an art in- 
structor at Phillips Academy for 
the past eighteen months, He has 
studied at Harvard, and attended 
academies and modern schools of 
painting in New York, Paris and 
Munich. The paintings themselves 
were executed in Andover, New 
York, Murray Bay and other parts 
of Canada, and will be on exhibition 
until February 24th.
